Porter, who as a girl washed. the/| 
bloody quilt which a band of counter- 
felters had wrapped about the body of 
a righ cattleman they murdered in Siam, 
Io., in 1868, today told the story of 
events that led up to the crime, de- 
ecribed the hiding place of the chest 
sald to contain $90,000 which the cattle- 
man possessed, related the shooting of 
Jonathan Dark, her brother-in-law and 
a@ member of the gang, by his wife fol- 
lowing a dispute over the treasure and 
declared she had held. the secret so

Mrs. Porter is going to Bedford, Io., 
Tuesday to testify at the trial of the 
four men held there in connection with 
the murders. 

Mrs. Porter told her story without 
hesitation.

mother on a little farm near the scene 
of the crime. Nearby five counterfeiters 
lived in a cave.

They came up and 
told.me that if I ever told what I had 
seen they ‘would wash their hands in 
my heart's blood.’ 

*“Tiwas terrified and promised to keep 
their secret. They put the body in an 
old. well near the house and then came 
— arid made me wash the quilt which 

‘been wrapped about the body and 
tne, their clothing, which had become 
bleod bespattered. 

“In the moonlight I saw a wagon 
drawn by an ox team standing in the 
road, In the wagon was a chest. The 
men. took the team away and I after- 
Wards found out that they had buried 
the chest in a locust grove. The body 
of @ boy who was with the cattle buy- 
er also was buried in a shallow grave 
near the same spot."’ 

Some time after the murder Mrs. Por- 
ter and an elder sister came to Mis- 
souril, to Quitman, their present home, 
where Mrs. Porter has lived more than 
@ years. It was after they had gone to 
Quitman that Jonathan Dark, her broth- 
er-in-law, became fearful lest the secret 
would become known, and came to the 
house to kif her, she says.

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ITALIANS USED 
GREEK DISGUISE TO 
CAPTURE U BOAT 


| Neutral Vessel That Was Taking 


Benzine to German Submarine 
Commandeered by Them. 


LONDON, July 10.—An account of the 
manner in which the Italians succeeded 
in entrapping and capturing a German 
submarine, told in the Giornale d'Italia, 
is forwarded by the Turin correspondent 
of the Chronicle. The Italians, searcn- 
ing a steamship belonging to “one of 
the neutral Balkan States,’’ in other 
words, Greece, found a large amount of 
naphtha and benzine on board. The Cap- 
tain was examined and admitted that he 
had an appointment outside with a Ger- 
man submarine. 

The Italian officer thereupon took 
possession of the vessel, manned it with 
an Italian naval crew disguised in 
Greek uniforms, and mounted a battery 
of machine guns in concealed spots 
about the deck. Then he set off to keep 
the appointment with the submarine. 

At the proper moment, says the Gior- 
nale d'Italia, at the rendezvous, the 
periscope and then the conning tower 
of a submarine appeared on the surface 
and came up within hail. The Italian 
then stepped forward and ordered the 
German to surrender, which he did, and 


the submarine was towed into port to 


be put in commission in the Italian 
navy.

NEW CLUB TO BE FORMED 


Old Organization to Pass From 
Existence in Formal Way 
Tomorrow Night. 


A committee of nine members of the 
Glen Echo Country Club, acing through 
Albert Bond Lambert, bought in the 


rroperty of the club for $131,288.65 at a 
public sale on the club grounds today. 

The purchasers will organize a new 
club. The present organization will go 
out of existence tomorrow night, when 
the clubhouse will be closed, not to be 
reopened until the new club Is ready ro 
operate. 

Those wh» will organize the new club 
are Albert Fond Lambert, C. D. John- 
son, H. L. Parker, John C. Roberts, 
J. C. Jones, E. A. Faust, F. E. Nulsen, 
Harry Pflager and S. T. G. Smith. 

The bids were on the basis of the 
amount the purchaser was willing to 
pay in excess of the club’s indebtedness. 
Lambert agreed to pay $50,000 in excess 
of the debts, which are approximately 
$82,000. 

The $60,000 remaining after the debts 
are paid will be divided among the 350 
members of the Glen Echo Country 
Club. 

Besides Lambert, the bidders were C. 
A. Tilles, G. A. Buder and F'rederick 
Vierling. Bidding started at $10,000 and 
the property was knocked down to 
Lambert on the sixth bid by the auc- 
tioneer. 

The proceeds of the sale will beturned 
over to the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court for distribution among the Glen 
Echo Club members.

FREDERICK DEALS 
$100,000 OR MORE 


Three New Frauds Involving 
Sale of Deeds for $32,000 
Are Discovered. 


TWO SETS OF _ PAPERS. 


Duplicate Deeds on Property 
on Laclede Avenue Issued 
by Former Realty Man. 


Investigation into the tangled af- 
fairs of A. H. Frederick, now serv- 
ing a ten-year sentence in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary for forgery in the 
first degree, has disciosed that his 
traffic in forged and spurious deeds 
of trust amounted to more than 


$100,000. It also has revealed three 
new frauds, totaling $32,000 

Two of these frauds were the sale 
by Frederick of two sets of deeds 
of trust on apartments at 4333 and 
4337 Laclede avenue. The genuine 
deeds of trust against the two apart- 
ment houses were for $12,000 each, 
while the duplicate deeds of trus‘ 
against the same property were 
made originally for the same 
amount, but a credit for $2000 on 
each deed of trust was made. Fred- 
erick sold the two duplicate deeds 
of trust for $20,000, representing 
them to be the first deeds of trust. 

At the time of the grand jury investi- 
gation of Frederick's affairs it became 
known that former Judge William B 
Homer represented a client who held a 
spurious deed of trust against the prop- 
erty at 4337 Laclede avenue. 

Two Sets of Deeds Sold. 

Tee two Laclede avenue apartments 
are exactly like the apartment at 4044 
Washington avenue, against which, 
the inquiry shows, Frederick sold 
two deeds of trust for $12,000 each, 
representing them to be first mort- 
gages. The genuine deed of trust 
against the Washington avenue apart- 
ment is held by David H. Nation, and 
the duplicate by D. C. Kerchoff of 
3640 Utah place, secretary of the Pev.- 
ely Dairy Co. Nation is also the 
holder of the’ genuine first deeds of 
trust against the two Laclede ave- 
nue apartment houses. 

Henry Kortjohn, who was attornev 
for Frederick, and is now president of 
his corporations and trustee of his 
business, admitted today that the 
three duplicate sets of deeds of trust 
were in the hands of purchasers. He 
said that these were really second 
deeds of trust, instead of first mort- 
gages, and that the holders might be 
able to fully protect themselves by 
buying the apartment houses. Fred- 
erick had estimated that these apart- 
ments were each worth $24.000, Kort- 
john sald. 

The genuine deeds of trust were 
executed in each instance by the 
Jesse Morris Realty and Investment 
Co., of which Frederick was presi- 
dent. Nation, after advancing the 
money On the apartments and lots, 
had his deeds of trust apd notes re- 
corded and filed in his safe deposit 
boxes, 

Subsequently Frederick, by present- 
ing notes which were the duplicates 
of those described in the Nation 
deeds of trust to the Recorder, had 
the original deeds of trust fraudu- 
lently released. He then caused to 
be issued the duplicate deeds of trust, 
and with the original deeds of trust 
fraudulently released, the duplicates 
were made to appear as first deeds 
of trust. 

Names Are Withheld. 

Kortjohn declined to make public the 
names of the holders of the two $10,000 
duplicate deeds of trust on the La- 
clede avenue apartments. 

In addition to these three deeds of 
trust, and those that became public 
juring the grand jury’s investigation 
ol Frederick's affairs in April, after 
his election to the presidency of the 
Yoard of Aldermen, there are several 
cther fraudulent deeds of trust which 
have never been made public. The hold- 
ere of some of there duplicate of forged 
deeds of trust are not known to Kort- 
john. 

Friends of Frederick, who are famil- 
iar with his business affairs, say that 
he appears to have lost the money, 
produced by his traffic in forged and 
duplicate ceeds of oer in his bulld- 
ing ventures. ©

CORNISH, N. H., July, 10.—President Wilson was in com- 
munication today with Secretary Lansing and Secretary Tumulty 
ut Washington regarding the latest German note on submarine 
warfare. 

After the President had been told of unofficial versions of the 
text of the note, he made no comment. It was said that he would 
study carefully the official text as soon as received and in the 
meantime maintain a strict silence on the subject. 

[t was not until his return from an early morning golf game 
that the President learned of the publication in American‘ morn- 
ing newspapers of the text of the note as cabled unofficially from 
Berlin. 


WASHINGTON, July 1¢.—Outward calm anda disposition to 
await the return of President Wilson from Cornish, N. H., de- 
scribe the feeling in official quarters here today, following publi- 
cation of the German reply to the American note oh submarine 
wartare. 

Secretary Lansing stated that, while he had no reason to 
doubt the correctness of the version transmitted in news dis- 
patches, no formal consideration could be given to the question 
until Ambassador Gerard’s official copy had been received. 

That probably will reach here tonight. Shortly after noon 
today a message dated yesterday came from Ambassador Gerard, 
saying the note was being dispatched in five sections and that 


the last would clear from Berlin last night. 
The arrival of thé note ip Associated Press dispatches long in 


advance of the official dispatch to Washington‘s explained by the 
fact that the official communication had to be coded by the Ameri- 
can embassy in Berlin, while the news dispatch came in plain lan- 
guage. It was routed from Berlin to Holland, thence to London 
and thence to new York. 

President to Get Note at Cornish. ’ 

Secretary Lansing will take the German note to President 
Wilson at Cornish, N. H., as soon as the official text arrives. The 
President will then decide when he will return to Washington. 
The President conferred with Secretary Tumulty at noon today 
and asked that Secretary Lansing bring the note to him. 

It was said by high officials that Secretary Lansing probably 
would start for Cornish tomorrow and that after a policy had been 
determined upon it most likely would be submitted to a Cabinet 
meeting at the end of next week. The general expectation is that 
the Secretary of State will spend a day or two with the President 
at Cornish and return to Washington with a preliminary draft 
of a note which, when completed, would await the President's 
return and discussion with the Cabinet. 

Officials generally were agreed that the German reply was far 
from satisfactory and that the United States was faced with an- 
other difficult situation in its’relations with Germany. 

It was pointed out that the American Government and Ger- 
many had practically reached a deadlock on the law in the case, 
evidently neither side being willing to recede from its position. 
The situation was now thought to resolve itself entirely into a 
question of policy, which depends on President Wilson. 

Opinions varied as to the President’s probable course, but it 
was believed likely that he would again await the crystallization

as in the cases of the Armenian and the Anglio-Californian. 

If the German practice continues to square with international law, some 
officials here do not believe an academic discussion of principles would be 
placed in jeopardy by prolonging the parileys. 

On the other hand, there was a general belief that any further destrue- 
tion of American life in contravention of law would bring the situation to s 
sharp and critical juncture which would mak edifficult the qeatintonte of 
friendly relations.

tion. 

Hope of a Guarantee.

implication in the minds of many of-

Even though passengers and crew of 
neutral ships were transferred to a 
place of safety, the destruction of the 
vessels for carrying contraband has 
been held by the United States to be 
in ‘violation of international law except 
In an extreme case. 

With reference to destruction of Amer- 
ican ships, such destruction has been 
held specifically to be in violation of 
the Prussian-American treaty of 1828. 

It was recalled that in the last note 
which Germany sent on the Frye case, 
this treaty was given a new interpre- 
tation in that the right to stop Ameri- 
can ships carryjng contraband and even 


ne to. destroy them was declared for the 
. » first time .to be a natural inference 


from the language of the treaty. 
The argument that England, by violat- 


ing. internationa] Jaw in her embargo $ 


on neutral commerce with Germany, had 
begun a policy.of starvation for Ger- 
-Inany’s civilian population, was viewed 
by officials as entirely irrelevant. 

The United States has insisted that 
its relations with one pelligerent are not 
to be confused with its controversies 
with another, and that the Lusitania 
case constitutes a separate question 
which must be settled apart from any 
negotiations this Government may have 
with other nations. 

Seems to Justify Lusitania Sinking. 

The reference in the new note to 
the Lusitania tragedy created a pro- 
found impression. After having asked 
the United States in the first place to 
consider that the Lusiania was in 
reality an armed auxiliary cruiser 
and carried high explosives, which 
the American Government fn its note 
contradicted with official information, 
the German Government, it now 
seemed, had formally justified the ac- 
tion of the submarine commander in 
sinking the vessel, thereby refusing 
to disavow the act as the United 
States had requested. 

The statement that the German 
submarine commander could not have 
halted the vessel without submitting 
his boat and crew to danger of de- 
struction, and the assertion that it 
Was not expected that the Lusitania 
would sink immediately after being 
torpedoed but would remain afloat 
while the passengers were removed to 
her boats, was taken to mean that 
Germany held that, regardless of

HE chief demands of the 

United States as ez-

May 15—‘‘It (the United Sattes

“The Government of the United 
States deems it reasonable to ex- 
pect that the imperial German 
Government will adopt the meas- 
ures. necessary to put these prin- 
ciples into practice in respect of the 
safeguarding of American lives 
and American ships, and asks for 
assurances that this will be done.’ 


whethedne Lusitania was armed, the 
submar commander took a proper 
course in torpedoing the ship without 
warning. 

It was recalled by some officials 
that Herr von Jagow, the German 
Foreign Minister, only recently, in a 
published interview, announced that 
Iiengland had not succeeded in starv- 
ing Germany and that the blockade 
had been a failure.

ments. 
Views as to Protection Disputed. 


The view that Americans on board 
belligerent ships were entitled to no 
more pfrotection than neutrals would 
be on land in a war zone, was vigor- 
} Ously disputed by officials, who 
pointed out that jurisdiction of the 
belligerent on land was complete 
while the high seas are jointly owned 
by all nations. 

The only definite proposal made 
by Germany to change the present 
status—the su@gestion that four en- 
emy ships @ould sail under the Ameri- 
can flag if nentral pasenger facilities 
proved inadequate—was considered 
certain of rejection because, aside 
from other considerations of prin- 
ciple involved, the United States 
could not undertake to guarantee any 
interference with the lawful ship- 
ment of contraband from its shores 
to any of the belligerents. 

Not only is there no Federal status 
which could be invoked in this con- 
nection, it was pointed out, but it 
always has been recognized as a fun- 
damental right of merhcants in neu- 
tral countries to trade in contraband, 
the burden being upon the beliger- 
ent to capture the cargoes on the 
high seas. 

Officials wondered today what in- 
fluence had caused the German Gov- 
ernment to completely disregard the 
American point of view.

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Adams, 
Friendship and Commerce of Sept. 9, 1785, between. Prussia and the 
Republic of the West, Germany and American statesmen have, in 
fact, always stood together in the struggle for the freedom of the ses 
and for the protection of peaceable trade. 

In the international proceedings which since have been conducted 
for the regulation of the laws of maritime war, Germany and America 
have jointly advocated progressive principles, especially the abolish- 
ment of the right of capture at sea and the protection of the interests 
of neutrals. 


Protection for Enemy Civilians. : 

Even at the beginning of the present war the German Govern- 
ment immediately declared its willingness, in respohse to proposals 
of the American Government, to ratify the Declaration of London and 
thereby subject itself in the use of its naval forces to all the restric- 
tions provided therein in favor of neutrals. Germany likewise has 
been always tenacious of the principle that war should be conducted 
against the crmed and organized forces of an enemy country, but 
that the enemy civilian population must be spared as far as possible 
from the measures of war. 

The Imperial Government cherishes the definite hope that some 
way will be found when peace is concluded, or perhaps earlier, to 
regulat . the law of maritime war in a manner guaranteeing the free- 
dom of the seas and will welcome it with gratitude and satisfaction if 
it can work han‘ in hand with the American Government on that 
occasion. 

If in the present war the principles which should be the ideal of 
the future have been traversed more and more, the longer its dura- 
tion, the German Government has no guilt therein. It is known to 
the American Government how Germany’s adversaries, by completely 
paralyzing peaceable traffic between Germany and neutral countries, 
have aimed from the very beginning and with increasing lack ox con- 
sideration at the destruction, not so much of the armed forces as 
the life of the German nation, repudiating doing so all the rules of 
international law and disregarding all the rights of neutrals. 


British War Area Declaration. 


On November 3, 1914, England declared the North Sea a war area 


and by planting poorly anchored mines, and by the stoppage and cap- 
ture of vessels made passage extremely dangerous and difficult for 
neutral shipping, so by that actually blockading neutral coasts and 


ports contrary to all internation] law. 

Long before the beginning of the submarine war England practi- 
cally completely intercepted legitimate neutral navigation to Germany 
also. . Thus Germany was driven to a submarine war on trade. 

On November 14, 1914, the English Premier declared in the House 
of Commons that it was one of England’s principal tasks to prevent 
food for the German population from reaching Germany via neutral 
ports. 

Since March 1 England has been taking from neutral ships with- 
out further formality, all merchandise proceeding to Germany, g@ well 
as all merchandise coming from Germany, even when neutral preverty. 
Just as it was also with the Boers, the German people are now <o be 
given the choice of perishing from starvation with its women and chil- 
dren or of relinquishing its independence. 

While our enemies thus loudly and openly proclaimed war without 
mercy unti: our utter destruction, we were conducting a war in self- 


defense for our national existence and for the sake of peace of an as- 


sured permanency. We have been obliged to adopt a submarine war- 


fare to meet the declared intentions of our enemies and the method of 


warfare adopted by them in contravention of international law. 


Germany Fighting for Existence. 


With ell its efforts in principle to protect neutral life and property 
from damage as much as possible, the German Government retognized 
unreservedly in its memorandum of Feb. 4 that the interests of neutrals 


might suffer from the submarine warfare. 


However, the American Government will also understand and ap- 
preciate that in the fight for existence which has been forced upon Ger- 
many by its adversaries and announced by them, it is the sacred duty 
of the imperial Government to do all within its power to protect and 


save the lives of German subjects. 


If tho imperial Government were derelict in these, its duties, it

would be guilty before God and history of the violation of those prin- 
ciples of highest humanity which are the foundation of every national 
existence. 

The case of the Lusitania shows with horrible clearness to what 
jeopardizing of human lives the manner of conducting war employed 
by our adversaries leads, 

In the most direct contraditions of international law, all distinctions 
between merchantmen and war vessels have been obliterated by the 
order to British merchantmn to arm: themselves and to ram subma- 
rines and the promise of rewards therefor, and neutrals who use mer- 
chantmen as travelers thereby have been exposed in an increasing degree 
to all the dangers of war. 

No Danger to Legitimate Shipping. 

If the commander of the German submarine which destroyed the 
Lusitania had caused the crew and passengers to take to the boats before 
firing a torpedo, this would have meant the sure destruction of his own 
vessel. After the experiences in sinking much smaller and less sea- 
worthy vessels, it was to be expected that a mighty ship like the Lusi- 
tania would remain above water leng enough even after the torpedoing 
to permit passengers to enter the ship’s boats. 

Circumstances of a very peculiar kind, especially the presence on 
board of large quantities of highly explosive materials, defeated this 
expectation. In addition, it may be pointed out that if the Lusitania 
had been spared thousands of cases of munitions would have been sent 
to Germany’s enemies, and thereby thousands of German mothers and 
children robbed of breadwinners. . ' 

In the spirit of friendship wherewith the German nation has been 
imbued towards the Union and its inhabitants since the earliest days of 
its existence, the imperial Government always will be ready to do all 
it can during the present war also to prevent the jeopardizing of lives 
of American citizens. 

The Imperial Government, therefore, repeats the assurances that 
American ships will not be hindered in the prosecution of ligitihate 
shipping, and the lives of American citizens in neutral vessels shall 
not be placed in jecmady. 

Proposal as to American Ships. 

In order to exclude any unforeseen dangers to American passenger 
steamers, made possible in view of the conduct of maritime war by 
Germany’s adversaries, German submarines will be instructed to per- 
mit the free and safe passage of such passenger steamers when made 
recognizable by special markings and notified a reasonable time in 
advance, 

The Imperial Government, however, confidently hopes that the 
American Goverament will assume to guarantee that these vessels 
have no contraband on board, details of arrangements for the un- 
hampered passage of these vessels t- be agreed upon by the naval 
authorities of both sides. 2 

In order to furnish adequate facilities for travel across the Atlan-. 


tic for American citizens, the German Government submits for con- 


sideration a proposal to increase the number of available steamers 
by installing in passenger service a reasonable number of neutral 
steamers under the American flag the exact number to be agreed 
upon under the same condition as the above-mentioned American 
steamers, 

The Imperial Government believes it can assure that in this 
manner adequate facilities for travel across the Atlantic Ocean can 
be afforded American citizens. There would therefore appear to be 
no compelling necessity for@American citizens to travel to Europe 
in time of war on ships carrying an enemy flag. In particular, the 
Imperial Government is unable to admit that American citizens can 
protect an enemy ship through the mere fact of their presence on 
board. 

Germany merely followed England’s example when she declared 
part of the high sea an area of war. Consequently, aceidents suffered 
by neutrals on enemy ships in thig area of war cannot well be judged 
differently from accidents to which neutrals are at all times exposed 
at the seat of war on land when they betake themselves into dangerous 
locaiities. 

Further Offer of Immunity. 

If, however, it should not be possible for the American Government 
to acquire an adequate number of nentral passenger steamers, the Im- 
perial Government is prepared to interpose no objections to the placing 
under the American flag by the American Government of four enemy 
passenger steamers for passenger traffic between North America and 
England. 

Assurauce of “free and safe” passages for American passenger 
steamers would extend to apply under the identical] proconditions to 
these former hostile passenger steamers. 

The President of the United States has declared his readiness in 
a way deserving of thanks, to communicate and suggest proposals to 
the Government of Great Britain, with particular reference to the alter- 
ation of maritime war. 

The imperial Government will always be glad to make use of the 
good offices of the President, and hopes that his efforts in the present 
case, as well as in the direction of the lofty ideal of the freedom of the 
sea, will Jead to an understanding. 

The undersigned requests the Ambassador to bring tho above to the 
knowledge of the American Government and avails himself of the op- 
portunity to renew to his excellency the assurance of his most dis- 
tinguished consideration.

GERMANY’S SEA DICTATORSHIP. 

No matter how profoundly one may sympathize 
with Germany in her present situation with re- 
gard to ocean trade, it is impossible to accept 
either the reasoning or the terms of the imperial 
Government’s note to our Government. 

The German Government abandons law, logic 
and ethics in its treatment of the United States. 

It pleads the wrongs inflicted upon Germany 
by her enemy, Great Britain, as a justification 
for wronging a friendly neutral. Admitting the 
horror of the Lusitania, it offers the childish 
plea that it didn’t expect the ship to sink so 
speedily and lays all responsibility for its own 
lawless act on Great Britain. 

Germany pleads her helplessness on the ocean— 
her inability or fear to attack the British navy, 
and break the British blockade—as a plea in jus- 
tification of lawless attacks on American lives 
and ships. | 

All of the arguments of the note are beside the 
point—they evade the great issiies involved—and 
only one point is clear, namely: 

Americans can safely trade and travel 
within Germany's submarine war gone only 
on terms dictated by the German Government. 

The German Government wilt take over 
and administer the American merchant marine 
and will determine the conditions of ocean 
traffic for American citizens. The American 
Government must submit to German control of 
the seas or take the consequences.

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PIONEERING IN EAST 8ST. LOUIS. 

They don’t always wait for the “City” to act, 
over in East St. Louis. Progressive citizens just 
go ahead with public works on their own private 
account. Without waiting for that lumbering ma- 
chinery, the municipality, to pass a paving ordi- 
nance, 38 citizens on Broadway are going to yank 
out the old cobblestones and pave their street. In- 
cluded among the 38 are the Mayor and one other 
city official, but they are included in their private 
capacities. Almost any official anywhere is more 
enterprising in his character of private citizen 
and property owner. 

In early days that was the way towns were 
started and developed—by private industry. The 
pioneers didn’t wait for ordinances. They cut 
timber, blew stumps, hauled rock, laid planks. If 
they had waited for ordinances or “official” action 
we would still be trailing through the woods. We, 
their lazy descendants and careless beneficiaries, 
refuse even to cut the weeds on the lot next door; 
and if need be we will let our own garbage litter 
the premises and perfume the alley for two weeks 
awaiting official removal. 

Nowadays as a rule the most. progressive citi- 
zen, the very reformer, contents himself with writ- 
ing to the paper or making a speech. Citizens 
generally are short on initiative, but long on 
referendum. We hold referendums about free 
bridges, parkways, etc., and some of us are too 
lazy to get out and vote. Cities are working on 
plans to make voting more convenient. Some 
day we may have an official voter who will do it 
for us. Or, since the voter will not go to the bal- 
lot box, they may bring the ballot box to the 
voter. Waiting for the city to act is the average 
citizen’s long suit. Marking time, sitting down, 
is the favorite civic pastime. Micawber is the 
easy-going, cheerful citizen’s name—and the name 
oi his city is Sloth. 

That is why we feel like applauding the 38 pri- 
vate street-paving capacities across the _ river. 
Theirs is a spurring example of civic impatience 
tc millions of unwatchful waiters in many metrop- 
olises, as well as to that universal officialdom 
whose watchword is “Delay!”

Our hygiene is rudimentary, we are enslaved 
to dirt, habituated to dirty tasks, imperfectly 
cleansed food, impure air; eyes, hands, stomach 
and lungs accustomed to the unclean—and, worst 
of all, the bodies of many of us are practically 
inert. The “average citizen” is too often maligned, 
but it is no libel of him to affirm that however 
alert he may be mentally and morally he is still 
a good deal of 3 mollusk physically or muscu- 
larly.

but I never told them. I did not tell

“Do I know the men? Yes, I know 
them.

TELLS THRILLING 
STORIES OF FIRE 


Explosion Shook Vessel From 
Stem to Stern; Decks Almost 
Too Hot for Men. 


HALIFAX, N. &S., July 10.—Thrilling 
stories of the explosion and fire on the 
Atlantic transport liner Minnehaha were 
told today by the 100 men who made up 
the crew of the freighter which put in 
here yesterday. The first two days out 
The Minnehaha sailed 
from New York last Sunday evening. 
About 1 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning Capt. Claret and his offi- 


cers were somewhat startled by the re- 
ceipt of a wireless message warning 
them that bombs were reported to havs 
been placed in vessels that had sailed 
from New York for English ports re- 
cently. The captain immediately or- 
dered the small boats swung out in 
readiness for lowering if an explosion 
occurred. 

At 4:15 that same afternoon, when 
the ship was 570 miles southeast of Hali- 
fax, something let go in the third com- 
partment and the ship trembled vio- 
lently. One of the hatch covers shot 
off, carrying two sailors with it. One 
was slightly injured. The crew removed 
enough of the freight to enable them to 
get within striking distance of the 
flames. 

Steam Driven Into Hold. 

A steam pipe was inserted and steam 
driven into the hold. Soon the fire ap- 
peared to be under control, but Capt. 
Claret resolved not to take any chances 
and at 5 o’clock turned his prow toward 
Halifax. 

At night the fire gained headway, 
finally reaching into the adjoining hole. 
Throughout: the night the crew fought 
desperately. Yesterday they got the up- 
per hand of the flames.. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the 
Officers that Erich Muenter, alias Frank 
Holt, or confederates were responsible 
for the explosion which was on the-date 
upon which Muenter predicted that some 
vessel of the name of which he appeared 
uncertain, would be destroyed. 

Muenter’s plans were frustrated by 
the fact that his weapon of destruction 
was placed with miscellaneous freight 
forward, and so was separated, by stout 
bulkheads, from an enormous cargo of 
ammunition which, with other inflam- 
mable munitions of war intended for 


the allies, filled the after holds. 
One of the officers, who talked today 


with a correspondent, said: 

“AS Wwe were passing’ down through 
New York harbor on Sunday afternoon 
a launch went by us and several men 
who were in it shouted to us: ‘Minneha- 
ha—down, down.’ At the same time 
they pointed their fingers toward the 
bottom. 

G. Leonard, one of the sailors whio 
Jwere projected into the air and fell 
back upon the deck, said: 

“It was an explosion all right. I 
have been there befcre and I know. My 
inate, Wright, and I, were pretty wel!’ 
shaken up by the shock. Wright was 
splicing a piece of rope at the time 
and the splicing pin was thrown over- 
toard. We did not see any suspicious 
characters around the pier at New York, 
but I suppose it was a bomb that di4 
the work.” 

Ship’s Forepart Trembled. 

A. D. Rowden, who was standing near 
the hatch when the explosion occurred, 
said: ‘“‘There was a violent shock and 
the whole forward part of the ship trem- 
bled. Smoke did not commence to issue 
from the hatchway until a quarter of an 
hour after the explosion. There is no 
doubt whatever that a bomb did the 
work.”’ 

Another officer said: “I was below 
Wednesday afternoon when, at 4:15 
v’clock, I heard a tremendous explosion. 
The ship trembled from stem to stern 
with the force of it. I rushed on deck. 
Dense smoke was already pouring out 
of the holds. In a few minutes the 
deck became so hot I could hardly stand 
near the spot whence the smoke was 
coming. 

“There is no doubt whatever that a 
bomb did the work. When I was work- 
ing around the holds I was assailed by 
suffocating fumes. The gases smelled 
like a boiling rum factory, if you know 
that odor.’’

The body of Frank Holt, who wound- 
ed J. P. Morgan at Glencove, N. Y..

himself in jail at Hempstead, N. Y., ar- 
rived in St. Louls last night in charge 
of the Adams Express Co. and was 
turned over at Union Station to the 
Wells-Fargo Express Co. It was placed 
on the Frisco train which left at 9 a m. 
today for Dallas, Tex., where it is to 
be buried under direction of his widow. 
The coffin was in a plain pine box, on 
which was a tag giving the name and 
age of Holt, the cause of death as de- 
pressed fracture of the skull, and the 
name of the undertaker who shipped it 
from Hempstead, also the name of the 
undertaker who is to receive it at Dal- 
las.

LONDON REBUKES 


AITGHENER CRITICS 
IN BiG OVATION 


People Show War Secretary He 
Is Popular Despite North- 
cliffe Attacks. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 

LONDON, July 10.—Greeted by the 
wild acclaim of the people of London as 
few of its heroes, even when returning 
in triumph, ever have been, Field Mar- 
shal Earl Kitchener, War Secretary, 
rode down to Guild Hall yesterday after- 
noon to appeal for more men for his 
armies, as the first step in a new and 
nation-wide recruiting campaign on 
which, not Kitchener alone broadly hint- 
ed, may depend the retention of the vol- 
unteer system, or its ‘abandonment in 
favor of conscriptien. 

The result of the meeting was an 
ovation such as even “Kitchener cf 
Ixhartoum” seldom if ever before had 
received. The recruiting question tem- 
porarily was submerced in the eagerness 
of the people to do honor to the War 
Secretary and to demonstrate that none 
of the sensational attacks on him by the 
Northcliffe papers has seriously under- 
mined his popularity This feature of 
Kkitchener’s public appearance undoub*- 
edly was emphasized by the political 
sensation which has been caused by the 
recent sharp dispute between Lord Hal- 
dane, his predecessor in the War Of- 
fice, and David Lloyd-George, who, aa 
Minister of Munitions, to a certain ex- 
tent has superseded him in one of the 
most important branches of his duties. 

The speech of Lord Haldane, defend- 
ing the War Office of the charge of 
lack of foresight on the munitions ques- 
tion, and putting the blame on labor, 
and Lloyd-George’s reply practically o1- 
rectly contradicting him, have been 
seized upon by the Northcliffe papery 
tc make Haldane the target of attacks 


similar to those made on Kitchener but f 


more virulent, and this in turn has 
st:rred all the papers, irrespective of 
party, to assail Northcliffe afresh. 
The most interesting part of Lord 
Kitchener’s speech was that which at 
once was accepted as foreshadowing 
the course which the Government is 
prepared to take should the present re- 
cruiting appeal prove inadaquate. He 
described the registration work now go- 
ing forward and declared that as soon 
as it was completed all unmarried men 
of suitable age whose names appeared 
at once would be approached by per- 
sonal and direct appeals, and it was 
understood from his remarks that these 
appeals would become broader and 
broader hints to the laggard until ulti- 
mately, if necessary, conscription would 
be resorted to. 


NINE BOMBS FOUND IN SUGAR 
CARGO SHIPPED FROM NEW YORK 


Explosives Aboard Steamer Kirkos- 
wald Hidde. in Bags, and Discov- 
ered at Marseilles.

THIRD DIVORCE 


Mrs. Cecilia Henninger, 26, Says 
Living With Older Husbands 
Is Impossible. 


Mrs. Cecilia A. TerVeer Henninger of 
Wellston, 26 years old, added the final 
chapter to a serial story of domestic in- 
felicity yesterday when she obtained a 
divorce from Charles J. Henninger, 58 
years old, president of the Wellston 
Business Men’s Association and publish- 
er of the St. Louis County Herald. 

Mrs. Henninger has married 
three times. Each husband was mucn 
older than she. She divorced the other 
two. According to the statement of one 


of Henninger’s three daughters by a 
former marriage, he had bought wed- 
ding rings for 11 other women before 
his marriage with Mrs. TerVeer. After 
the wedding Henninger acknowledged 
he had been in search of a bride. “I 
have found the one woman in a thov- 
sand,”’ he said. 

Six months after the marriage Hen- 
ninger sued for a divorce. The case was 
tried in May, 1913. After hearing Hen- 
ninger’s testimony Judge Wurdeman 
threw the case out of court. 

Mrs. Henninger gave out an interview 
in which she said she had tried three 
times to get along with a husband older 
than herself and that it was impossible 

There was a reconciliation and for a 
short time there was peace in the hand- 
some Henninger home in Midland 
Heights. There were quarrels and sev- 
eral separations, the latest one being in 
December last. 

Mrs. Henninger testified her husband 
choked her March 14, 1914, threw a lump 
of coal at her and was attentive to 
other women. He did not contest the 
suit. 

Last February Mrs. Henninger went 
to her husband’s publishing office and 
flogged him with a horsewhip. He 
saw her coming and put on his over- 
coat as a sort of armor, but Mrs. Hen 
ninger wielded the whip so effectively 
he fled from the office. For a time he 
employed a guard to protect him from 
his wife.

Ferguson Man Takes Appeal 
After Secret Trial Before 
Justice of Peace. 


Grant Edwards, negro Baptist preach- 
er, who is out on bond pending his ap- 


peal from conviction in the court of 
Justice A. L. Chamblin at Ferguson on 
the charge of common assault on Miss 
Genevieve Boyce, 19 years old, opened 
his barbe: shop at Ferguson at the 
usual time this morning and because he 
is the only barber in the town he Is 
receiving the patronage of the white 
men of the town. 

Edwards was given a secret hearing 
by Justice Chamblin yesterday and fined 
$100 and sentenced to six months in jail, 
out his appeal stays the penalties. 

There was considerable indignation and 
repressed excitement in Ferguson last 
night when the circumstances became 
known, but there was no demonstra- 
tion and no threats were made so far 
as the authorities know. 

Miss Boyce told Justice Chamblin that 
she went to Edwards’ shop about 6 
o’clock Wednesday morning, on her way 
to take a car to St. Louis. Edwards 
had treated her scalp at intervals s'nce 
she hed an attack of typhoid fever a 
year ago. 

She testified that Edwards took her 
hair down, and treated her scalp. Then, 
she said he pinched her cheeks and satd 
she needed more color in them and as 
she was putting on her coat he seized 
her and kissed her on the cheek. She 
proceeded to St. Louis and Wednesday 
evening told her father. He obtained a 
warrant and Edwards was arrested by 
Constable John Muller. 

Edwards, who is 43 years old, is an 
ordained Baptist minister. He has lived 
in Ferguson virtually all his life. He 
says he rubbed Miss Boyce’s cheeks, as 
he always does in giving a treatment, 
and told her she would look cute with 
her hair bobbed. He says she was in 
his shop only about elght minutes and 
denies that he took or attempted to 
take any improper liberties.

GERMANY’S SEA DICTATORSHIP. 

No matter how profoundly one may sympathize 
with Germany in her present situation with re- 
gard to ocean trade, it is impossible to accept 
either the reasoning or the terms of the imperial 
Government's note to our Government. 

The German Government abandons law, logic 
and ethics in its treatment of the United States. 

It pleads the wrongs inflicted upon Germany 
by her enemy, Great Britain, as a justification 
for wronging a friendly neutral. Admitting the 
horror of the Lusitania, it offers the childish 
plea that it didn’t expect the ship to sink so 
speedily and lays all responsibility for its own 
lawless act on Great Britain. 

Germany pleads her helplessness on the ocean— 
her inability or fear to attack the British navy, 
and break the British blockade—as a plea in jus- 
tification of lawless attacks on American lives 
and ships. | 

All of the arguments of the note are beside the 
point—they evade the great issues involved—and 
only one point is clear, namely: 

Americans can safely trade and travel 
within Germany’s submarine war sone only 
on terms dictated by the German Government. 

The German Government wilt take over 
and administer the American merchant marine 
and will determine the conditions of ocean 
traffic for American citizens. The American 
Government must submit to German control of 
the seas or take the consequences. 

IN SHORT, GERMANY ASSUMES DICTATOR- 
SHIP OF NEUTRAL TRAFFIC AND TELLS THE 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT WHERE IT 
“GETS ON” AND WHERE IT “GETS OFF.” 

The question now is, shall the United States 
abandon right, principle, law and humanity?

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AUTOMOBILE RUFFIANS. 

The chauffeur who is charged with assaulting 
Anna Leahy, a Union Station waitress, should be 
captured by the police.

Too many crimes of this kind occur in and 
around St. Louls. Again and again it is re- 
ported that girls are lured into automobiles and 
are maltreated.

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WANTED, A REAL LABOR BUREAU. 

Almost every day the Post-Dispatch receives let- 
ters from men out of work, asserting that they 
have used every available means of obtaining-em- 
ployment, without result. Many of these letters 
show ability on the part of the writers. And 
hothing can be done with such appeals except to 
refer them to the Provident Association, which 
has its own special field of relief work and is 
not a labor bureau. ‘ 

As the Post-Dispatch has said more than once, 
the State and the city need a labor bureau whose 
sole duty shall be to keep in touch with em- 
ployers and devote its entire attention to finding 
employment for the able, willing workers, all the 
year round. The State Red Book, bulging with 
statistics about labor organizations, population, 
county seats, valuation, products, shipments, pub- 
Me schools, water, roads, lands, manufactures, so- 
cial advantages, etc., of Missourt's 114 counties; 
and pittures of farms and orchard scenes is only 
incidentally a labor bureau facility. To the man 
out of a job or the employer looking for help it 
is about as useless as a last year’s bird’s nest. 


And it occupies a very large portion of the time 


and effort of the State Bureau of Labor. It should

A real labor bureau would, by making itself 
useful solely as a labor clearing house, and by 
advertising its facilities in every possible way, 
soon get a reputation that would attract to it 
employers and workers in every part of the State. 
It would mean the end of that intolerable condi- 
tion of men who might be adding to the State's 
wealth walking the streets day after day, losing 
heart and finally drifting into the ranks of the 
dependent and delinquent classes. 
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PIONEERING IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

They don’t always wait for the “City” to act, 
over in East St. Louis. Progressive citizens just 
go ahead with public works on their own private 
account. Without waiting for that lumbering ma- 
chinery, the municipality, to pass a paving ordi- 
nance, 38 citizens on Broadway are going to yank 
out the old cobblestones and pave their street. In- 
cluded among the 38 are the Mayor and one other 
city official, but they are included in their private 
capacities. Almost any official anywhere is more 
enterprising in his character of private citizen 
and property owner. 

In early days that was the way towns were 
started and developed—by private industry. The 
pioneers didn't wait for ordinances. They cut 
timber, blew stumps, hauled rock, laid planks. If 
they had waited for ordinances or “official” action 
we would still be trailing through the woods. We, 
their lazy descendants and careless beneficiaries, 
refuse even to cut the weeds on the lot next door; 
and if need be we will let our own garbage litter 
the premises and perfume the alley for two weeks 
awaiting official removal. 

Nowadays as a rule the most progressive citi- 
zen, the very reformer, contents himself with writ- 
ing to the paper or making a speech. Citizens 
generally are short on initiative, but long on 
referendum. We hold referendums about free 
bridges, parkways, etc., and some of us are too 
lazy to get out and vote. Cities are working on 
plans to make voting more convenient. Some 
day we may have an official voter who will do it 
for us. Or, since the voter will not go to the bal- 
lot box, they may bring the ballot box to the 
voter. Waiting for the city to act is the average 
citizen’s long suit. Marking time, sitting down, 
is the favorite civic pastime. Micawber is the 
easy-going, cheerful citizen’s name—and the name 
oi his city is Sloth. 

That is why we feel like applauding the 38 pri- 
vate street-paving capacities across the _ river. 
Theirs is a spurring example of civic impatience 
tc millions of unwatchful waiters in many metrop- 
olises, as well as to that universal officialdom 
whose watchword is “Delay!” 
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UNCLE JOHN D’S BIRTHDAY CAKE. 
‘The barrel of meal shall not waste, neither 
shall the cruse of oil fail.”—I Kings 14. 


Uncle John D. Rockefeller’s barrel of meal did 
not fail him on his seventy-sixth birthday, but 
he secmed to lack grace to make the most of 
the blessing. Uncle John believes it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. He is a mag- 
nanimous giver of hundreds of millions, but a 
pusillanimous receiver. Although for years he 
has cast bread on the waters, when it returned 
to him an hundred fold in the form of a three- 
story birthday cake, baked by an admiring Chi- 
cago blacksmith for the “great man,” the latter 
inquired: “Did he put any horseshoes in it?” 
and tried it on the dogs. (Can those dogs be 
of the same breed that licked the sores of Laz- 
arus outside the parabled plutocrat’s gate?) The 
donor of the cake was, we read, “escorted by the 
police back to the railroad station and placed 
on board a train bound for Chicago.” 

Everybody assumes as a matter of course that 
the blacksmith was crazy because he remem- 
bered Uncle John’s birthday and left his forge 
upon a kindly impulse and a generous mission 
to Pocantico. He was crazy to think of recipro- 
cating the other man’s great kindness to Chi- 
cago. “Ie was crazy to suppose that his per- 
fectly good cake built and baked with the purest 
motives and fondest imaginings would be re- 
ceived in the spirit in which he gave it. He was 
crazy to expect to be able to get by the guards 
and policemen and present it to Chicago’s great 
benefactor in person. 

He was crazy to assume that anybody around 
Pocantico or anywhere else was as innocent, 
simple and childlike as himself. In the argot of 
the breezy town he was “a poor nut,” but he was 
the only man in Chicago who really appreciated 
Uncle John D, Rockefeller. 
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OUR 22,500 CIVIC ATHLETES.

The “average citizen” is too often maligned, 
but it is no libel of him to affirm that however 
alert he may be mentally and morally he is still 
a good deal of a mollusk physically or muscu- 
larly.

HAT would be the effect upon the

They married as a mat- 
of course; there was a man for 
‘every girl. That is still true in the 
West. The girl who goes to Colorado 
can get married eight or ten times on 
the train, by telegraph. But here in the 
East the situation is different. 

“All this has been brought about as 
the matter of economics. Men are not 
inarrying early, some not at all. 

“Men cannot afford to marry. 
The young man of 30 who makes ' 
from $2500 to $5000 a year can 
lead a perfectly delightful life as 
a bachelor, with his apartment in 
town, his clubs, his week-ends 
in the country. If he marries he 
cap just barely struggle along 
in a small flat, especially if two 
or three children come. The gir! 
of today is not educated to help 
him make the $5000 go as far as 
it should go. 


‘‘Meanwhile,”” reflects Mrs. Bacon, 
‘what is the girl untrained for self- 
support to do? She is on the open mar- 
ket, and no one is even trying to find 
a purchaser for her. Abroad, we have 
the hunting mother. But we have 
never taken that type seriously here, 
any more than we have the chaperon. 
The latter is supposed to be a protec-

| the American man doesn’t pursue. 


“The girl in the open market, and 
there are hordes of them, should have 
the right to propose marriage. Abroad, 
rarents realize if they prepare a vxirl 
for nothing but marriage they shoulda 
see to it she ge{s married. According 
to the American point of view, the 
American girl is capable of anything. 
Since her parents shirk the duty of 
finding her a husband, why not let ner 
look out for herself? 

“This, of course, involves her delib- 
erately asking a man to support her 
for the remainder of her life. 

“If men mean all these beauti- 
ful things they say,” Mre. Bacon 
adds—‘“that the wife is half the 
battie, presiding over her hus- 
band’s hearth, queen of his heart, 
mother of hig children—then a 
girl ien’t asking for very much 
when she proposes. And she 
would merely ask, there would be 
nothing to compel the man to 
marry her. 

“Even with the right to choose her 
purchaser, the open market is an ig- 
noble position for a girl. I do not hold 
up Evelyn as an example,’ Mrs. Bacon 
explains, ‘‘but one of the things I want- 
ed to get over was her sense of the un- 
fairness of it all. The open market 
must mean many marriages without

WORK OF LABOR 


PEACE COUNC 
UNDER SCRUTINY 


Federal Officials May Seek Rea- 
son for Its Activities and 
Source of Funds. 


By Wire From the Washizgton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 10.~The activi- 
ties of the Labor National Peace Coun- 
cil, of which Representative Frank Bu- 
chanan of Lllinois is president and for- 
mer Representative H. Robert Fowler, 
also of Illinois, counsel, may be looked 

into by the Department of Justice. 

The growth and work of the organiza- 
tion are being watched by officials con- 
nected with the Washipgton administra- 
tion to ascertain the reason for its ex- 
istence and the source of its funds, 
Which are being expended in an exten- 
Sive publicity campaign. 
American Federation of Labor have dis- 
Claimed any connection between their 
organization and the Peace Council. 
President Gompers and Secretary Mor- 
rison of the federation tried to keep 
Representative Buchanan out of the 
movement. It will be recalled that when 
Gompers declined to speak at a meeting 
at Carnegie Hall recently he said in a 
letter regarding his attitude on war: 

“I have no hesitancy in saying to you 
that in my judgment there are some 
things that are even more abhorrent 
than war; that is to be robbed of the 
birthright of freedom, justice, safety 
and character. Against any attempt of 
any person or group of persons, or na- 
tion or nations, who may be engaged in 
an effort to undermine or destroy these 
fundamentals of normal human exist- 
ence and development, I would not only 
fight to defeat it, but to prevail on any 
red-blooded, liberty and humanity lov- 
ing man to resist to the last degree.”’ 

Fowler Starts “Propaganda.” 

Fowler issued from his room in the 
Willard Hotel last night with a copy of 
a letter he had addressed to Secretary 
Lansing. charging that certain steam- 
ships are loading in New York-‘in viola- 
tion of neutrality laws and requesting 
him to direct that a “public inquiry bs 
held at once by the Collectors of the 
Ports or other proper Government of:- 
ficials, at which oral and documentary 
evidence can be submitted and opportun- 
ity given to the citizens to examine wit- 
nesses, to the end that the State De- 
partment be fully informed as to the 
situation.’” At the same time Fowler 
announced it was the beginning of a 
propaganda. 

Associated with him in the Labor Na- 
tional Peace Council are Harry B. Mar- 
tin and Herman Schulties, recent asso- 
cilates of David Lamar in his activities 
here in connection with the Anti-Trust 
League. 

Secretary Lansing indicated yesterday 
that when Fowler and other officers of 
the Council called’'on him several days 
ego to urge refusal of clearance to ves- 
sels carrying munitions of war, he did 
rot know they came as a committee cr 
delegation from a :peace organization 
but received them as individuals. 


Nothing New in Fowler Data. 

State and Treasury Department offi- 
cials, it was explained today, are ad 
vised of all shipments and there is noth- 
ing in the data filed by Fowler at the 
State Department that was not already 
known. 

‘Fowler last night sent the Federal Re- 
serve Board a complaint chaftging that 
the United States had been involved in 
grave breaches of neutrality, through 
American loans to Great Britain, France 
and Ruessia.’’ 

J. P. Morgan & Co., and that firm’s 
business allies are named as chiefly re- 
snonsible for an alleged ‘“‘conspiracy,’’ 
through which it is asserted that $220,- 
(00,000 has been obtained from Federal 
Reserve banks or member banks for 
use in connection with the purchase and 
shipment from within the United States 
of war materials for Eurepean belli- 
gerents. Ox their face these transac- 
tions are declared to have made it ap 
pear that this money was obtained for 
purely commercial purposes. It is fur- 
ther Charged that it is the intention 
of the ‘‘conspirators” to similarly obtain 
more than $300,000,000 additional for the 
use of the alites. 


GEN, HUERTA REFUSES TO GIVE 
BOND; HELD AT FORT BLISS

EL PASO, Tex., July 10.—Gen. Victori- 
ano Huerta waived preliminary hearing 
on charges of conspiracy to violate the 
United States neutrality laws late yes- 
terday and was held under $15,000 bond 
for the Federal grand jury at San An- 
tonio, Dec. 20. He declined to furnish 
bond and was removed to Fort Bliss. 
where he will be guarded by Deputy 
United States Marshals. 

Immediately Gens. Ygnacio Bravo, 
Eduardo Caus, Joseph Delgado and En- 
rique Corostieta and. J. B. Ratner 
waived preliminary hearing and all, ex- 
cepting Bravo, furnished bond to ap- 
pear with Huerta at San Antonio. 

Gen. Bravo, who is 82 years old, and 
who has served 60 years in the Mexi- 
can army, was released on his own 
recognizance. The bonds of the others, 
which had been fixed at $15,000 each, 
were reduced, Gen. Caus’ bond was fixed 
at $2500. The others were required to 
furnish bonds of §5000 each.

OUR EXTRAVAGANT CITIES, 
LYDE LYNDON KING is the 
author of the volume, “Lower 
Living Costs in Cities.” It is 
published by D. Appleton & Co., in the 
Ndtional Municipal League Series, of 
which Clinton Rogers Woodruff is ed- 
itor. 
Mr. King analyzes the cost of food, 
rent, health, education, municipal uliti- 


1 ties and governmental services to the 


60,000,000 persons who live in American 
cities. He tells how the better man- 
aged governments of British and Ger- 
man cities have used municipal author- 
ity and resources to help their citizens 
cut these costs and how, under skill- 
ful management of American city gov- 
ernments, these costs are constantly 
rising. 

Marketing facilities of American cities 
are, with few exceptions, crude, an- 
tiquated, clumsy and uneconomical 
American city taxes are high and go 
each year higher, as a rule. The profit- 
producing public services which, in most 
European cities, are publicly owned and 
contribute revenue to the city treas- 
uries, are, in American cities, mostlv 
owned’ by private companies. Our cities 
support non-productive services by 
direct taxation, but get little or noth- 
ing from the profits of utilities pri- 
vately owned. 

Whereas the chief cities of Europe are 
scientifically planned to safeguard the 
health of the people and to stabilize 
property values, American cities are 
allowed to grow under the unrestrained 
guidance of land speculators, with the 
result that economy of living for the 
whole citizenship is not considered in 
the new growth and there is a heayy 
yearly loss due to shifting property 
values. 

The chief municipal market should be 
located at the central railroad terminal. 
But other markets, for retail trade ex- 
clusively, are needed. These should be 
made self-supporting and “every effort 
should be made to encourage their use 
by farmers and other food growers.” 
Municipal slaughter houses also are 
recommended. “Only in the United 
‘States,’ says Mr. King, “is slaughter- 
ing to any extent left in private 
hands.”” Municipal slaughtering insures 
clean meats, stable and fair prices to 
producers and minimum cost to con- 
sumers. 

Co-operative buying bv societies has 
made some progress in this country, but 
American city dwellers are still far be- 
hind those of Europe in using this 
means of lowering the cost of living. 

Improved: sanitation and larger rec- 
reational facilities, tending to check 
preventable illness, would lighten one 
of the heavy items of living cost In 
American cities. Bad housing, main- 
tained for the profit of property owners 
laxly regulated by indifferent city gov- 
ernments, is responsible for much of the 
high sick rate in American cities—a cost 
item that wrecks many families. The 
book contains an interesting chapter 
telling what British, German, French. 
Belgian and other cities have done to 
substitute decent municipal tenements 
for disease-breeding tenements private- 
ly owned. 

Mr. King believes we get too little 
practical results, in fitting our people 
for self-support, from our enormous ex- 
penditure for public education. Our pub- 
lic school system Is not connected ,up 
with our industrial life as it should be 
and as it is in other countries. 

The author shares Brand Whitlock’s 
conviction that— 

“The great problem is to make the 
government of a city human. We may 
have efficient governments in our cities 
and honest governments, as we are be- 
ginning to have everywhere, and, hap- 
pily, are more and more to have: but 
the great emancipations will not come 
through the formulas of independents, 
single taxers or Socialists, nor through 
law and order leagues nor civie asso- 
ciations. Down in their hearts these 
are not what the people want. What 
they want is a life that is fuller, more 
beautiful, more splendid and, above all. 
more human. And nobody can pre- 
pare it and hand It over to them. Thev 
must met it themselves; it must come 
up through them and out of them, 
through long and toilesome processes of 
development; for such is democracy.” 


SOCIALISTS AND THE WAR. 
T the suggestion of the intercolle- 
A giate Socialist Society of America, 
William English Walling has pre- 
pared a book on “The Socialists and the 
War.” Walling merely edits the docu- 
ments the book contains. He refrains 
from opinions, or at least tris hard to 
refrain. In the book is shown the atti- 
tude of leading Socialists, like Marx, 
Engels, Lassale, Bebel, Ldiebknecht, 
etc., to war in general. Then comes a 
chapter on their attitude toward the 
causes of war. This tw followed by the 
ideas of the Socialists as to methods 
of preventing’ war. 

These chapters are, of course, of gen- 
eral interest as to Socialist opinion 
about war in general. The following 
chapters are then given over to the dis- 
cussions and documents by Socialists 
all over the world with regard to the 
present Puropean wer. In these discus- 
sions and documents it is shown that 
while Socialists are opponents to war 
as a rule, they have always declared 
that In case of defensive wars it is the 
duty of Socialists to aefend their coun- 
tries. It is a recognized Socialist princt- 
ple that nationalities must be allowed 
to develop in their own pecullar way. 


T cance as to Socialist ideas. The “Inter-

Viewed in this light it can easily be 
seen that the talk about the “break- 
down of the International” is incorrect 
and is based on a great deal of igno-

As one goes through the documents 
and personal opinions of leading Social- 
ists, quoted In the book, one feels that 
the Socialists understand the funda- 
mental reason of war in general and 
this war in. particular. One feels that, 
in spite of all their differences, these 
men and women will remain comrades 
when the war is over and will continue 
to fight shoulder to shoulder for the 
ideals that are dear to them. 

The Intercollegiate Socialist Societ7 
has performed a real service in having 
this book compiled in so admirable a 
manner. It must have taken a great 
deal of labor to choose wisely from the 
maze of documents and personal opin- 
ion. (Henry Holt.) 


STUDY OF HUMAN MOTIVES. 
HE forgotten experiences of 
i i childhood are believed by Dr. 
James Jackson Putnam, Pro- 
fessor Emeritus, Diseases of the Ner- 
vous System, Harvard Universigy, to 
account for much that is otherwise 
baffling im human behavior and for 
eccentricities and irrationalities of 
thought and conduct. He uses this, 
the Freudian psycho-analytic meth- 
od of mental diagnosis, in a study 
of.the psychology and philosophy of 
human conduct, which is issued un- 

der the title of “Human Motives.” 

The history of the psycho-analytic 
movement is given and the princi- 
ples brought to light through it are 
stated and their interest for educa- 
tors is pointed out. 

This work is one of a series of 
handbooks designed to extend knowl- 
edge of important discoveries affect- 
ing individual and social welfare that 
have been made during recent years 
through psychological research. It 
has as its main purpose the focussing 
of attention on the aid afforded by 
modern psychology to the upbuilding’ 
of a sound and practical philosophy 
of life. 

The discussion deals with the dis- 
covery that complicated mental pro- 
cesses may and constantly do go on 
beneath the threshold of conscious- 
ness and that these processes include a 
dynamic action perpetually and pro- 
foundly affecting the conscious self, 
for good or for ill. The permanence 
of the experiences and memories of 
the first years of life is asserted and 
they are declared to play a role as 
determinants of adult character, be- 
havior and health. 

Prof. Putnam points out that the 
results of modern investigation of 
the subconscious point the way, when 
properly considered, to a surer grasp 
of the meaning of the universe and 
our own place in {t. The findings of 
medical psychology, he says, tend to 
reinforce religious conviction. He 
presents his reasons for this belief 
with candor and force in a chapter 
on “The Rational Basis of Religion.” 
The book is of greatest value to per- 
sons who have given some study to 
the subject, but is, in the main, inter- 
esting and instructive to the average 
reader as well. (Little, Brown & 


Co.)

Kitty Dunster found it there. To Kitty 
Dunster a drooping plant was as sad 4 
thing as a drooping child, so she took 
it upstairs and stirred up the soil with 
her finger and pilinched off the dead 
leaves and gave it water and placed 
it in the sun. 

It was this sick red geranium, not six 
inches high, that furnished Kitty Dupr- 
ster with the inspiration and help that 
she needed and led her out into the 
larger world known as the universe. 
Just how is for the author to tell. Its 
telling makes a pleasing story of one 
woman’s way of going back to the land 
and winning well-being and fortune from 
it for herself and her bairna. 

Then there is “The Case of Mathews” 
and “My Son,” bound up in the same 
volume. The three etories, dealing with 
three farming experimerits by three sorts 
of persons, are in the pleasantly dis- 
cursive style adopted by most writers 
who treat these subjects from the fic- 
tional standpoint, dut contain not a little 
worth-while information for would-be 
farmers and some useful suggestions for 
regular farmers.
